Detroit, Mich., April S.—With ap- 
Rapids and more than half the pre­ 
cincts voting in yesterday’s prefer­ 
ential presidential primary in Mich­ 
igan United States Senator Hiram 
Johnson held a lead of 44,657 votes 
over Major General Wood for the 
republican endorsement. 
The fig­ 
ures from 1.200 
precincts 
gave 
Johnson 106,556; Wood 61,89!). 
Included in the figures was the 
complete vote of Detroit, practical­ 
ly complete figures 
from 
Grand 
Rapids and more than held the pre­ 
cincts and other industrial centers. 
Johnson was running behind in the 
state outside of Detroit, the com­ 
plete Detroit vote however gave 
him 69.004, against 16.143 for Wood. 
Herbert Hoover, whose name ap­ 
peared on both ballots, was leading 
the democratic ticket. 
The demo­ 
cratic vote seemingly was lighter 
than anticipated. 


No Opposition Offered. 
Frankfort. 
April 
6.—Frankfort 
was occupied without incident by 
French troops early t o d ay and with 
the cavalry in the lead, followed by 
the infantry and artillery. The oc­ 
cupying forces pressed rapidly be­ 
yond the city. 
They met with no 
opposition. 
The entire operation 
was expected to be completed dur­ 
ing the day. The occupation takes 
form of an extension of the French 
lines around the bridgehead 
of 
Maven* e, a distance of about 
18 
miles. 
The extreme limits of the 
advance from a sem icircle similar 
to, but larger than that of the orig­ 
inal zone of occupation. 
The only German troops encount­ 
ered in Frankfort by the French 
were Volunteers who 
surrendered. 
They probably will be simply dis­ 
armed and released. 
The French occupying force is 
estimated to number from 15.000 to 
18,000 men. 
It is composed largely 
of cavalry with detachments of in­ 
fantry for occ upation of the various 
centers and artillery' merely as 
a 
precautionary measure. 
The neutral zone occupied pre­ 
sents no interest whatever from the 
point of view of military strategy 
and hence the force has been limit­ 
ed to the number necessary- for oc­ 
cupation alone.
